Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  as  School  Medical  Officer  for  the  year 

1944. 


In  the  fifth  year  of  work  under  war-time  conditions,  it  is  satisfactoiy  to 
record  that  the  work  of  the  School  Medical  Service  was  able  to  be  carried  on 
efficiently  despite  further  reductions  in  personnel.  The  modified  scheme  of 
inspection  which  was  adopted  in  1943  was  continued  during  the  year  and  worked 
successfully.  The  annual  Nutritional  Survey  of  all  school  children  was,  however, 
retained  in  its  entirety. 

In  the  categories  of  general  defects  (excluding  defects  of  Nutrition  and 
Uncleanliness)  the  findings  of  Medical  Inspection  do  not  call  for  any  special 
comment,  as  there  was  little  or  no  tendency  towards  any  increased  incidence. 
As  regards  Nutrition,  the  position  was  not  so  satisfactory,  and  the  figure  returned 
for  the  incidence  of  nutritionally  subnormal  children  showed  an  increase  of  1.8% 
on  the  previous  year.  In  itself  this  increase  is  not  particularly  serious,  although 
taken  in  conjuction  with  the  rise  in  incidence  recorded  last  year,  it  calls  for  continued 
remedial  action.  Comment  on  this  subject  is  made  later  in  the  Report. 

The  incidence  of  epidemic  infectious  diseases  amongst  school  children  was 
fairly  well  marked  in  the  case  of  scarlet  fever  and  rather  heavy  in  the  case  of  measles 
and  mumps.  The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  was  the  lowest  on  record,  a  total 
of  20  cases  only  occurring.  This  is  in  striking  contrast  to  the  years  prior  to  the 
introduction  of  immunisation  when  cases  were  annuall3  recorded  in  hundreds. 

During  1944  a  special  survey  was  commenced  into  the  incidence  of  defective 
hearing  amongst  school  children.  The  children  were  tested  by  means  of  the 
gramophone  audiometer,  the  schools  of  the  borough  being  visited  for  the  purpose 
where  suitable,  or,  alternatively,  the  children  were  examined  at  regional  centres. 
A  note  on  the  results  found  is  included  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

It  was  not  found  possible  during  the  year  to  initiate  the  scheme  for  Mass 
Miniature  Radiography  of  school  leavers.  This  was  due  to  the  removal  of  the  Chest 
and  Tuberculosis  Clinic  to  new  premises  with  consequent  long  term  re-planning 
for  the  siting  and  re- fitting  of  the  X-Ray  unit.  It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  be 
in  operation  as  soon  as  technical  difficulties  have  been  surmounted. 

For  much  of  the  work  done  I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  O’Brien,  Deputy  School 
Medical  Officer,  and  to  him  and  to  other  members  of  the  staff,  and  to  teachers  and 
officials  of  the  Education  Department,  I  would  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  appreciation  of  their  ever- willing  and  helpful  assistance.

MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

i  Elementary  Schools. 

During  the  year  1944  there  were  under  the  control  of  the  Education  Com- 
1  mittee  40  Elementary  Schools  with  79  departments.  Particulars  as  to  accom¬ 


modation  and  attendances  are  as  follows  : —

The  modified  scheme  of  School  Medical  Inspection  which  was  adopted  in 
1  mid- 1943  operated  during  the  full  year  1944.  As  that  scheme  provided  for  the 
:  suspension  of  the  routine  medical  inspection  of  the  8-yeai-old  group  of  children, 

I  the  resultant  figure  for  the  number  of  routine  inspections  showed  a  decrease  com- 
1  pared  with  previous  years.  There  was,  however,  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
1  children  examined  during  the  year  as  Specials,  and  these  included  many  children 
I  from  the  8  year  old  group,  who,  in  the  opinion  of  School  Health  Visitors  or  Teachers, 

I  required  medical  investigation.  There  was  also  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  re¬ 
examinations  of  children  found  defective  at  previous  inspections,  but  close  super¬ 
vision  of  these  children  was  maintained  by  retaining  the  inspecting  visits  of  School 
Health  Visitors  at  a  normal  level.  A  special  Nutritional  Survey  of  all  school  children 
was  completed  during  the  year.  This  was  felt  to  be  a  most  necessary  measure  of 
supervision  under  war-time  conditions. 

Attendances  at  Ins  pection  Clinics,  though  slightly  higher  than  in  the  previous 
i  year,  were  not  high  in  comparison  with  former  years.  This  was  undoubtedly  due 
I  to  the  limitation  of  the  free  time  of  the  accompanying  parents  by  reason  of  the 
demands  of  employment  and  increased  domestic  difficulties.

FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Elementary  Schools. 

Of  3,077  children  examined  at  the  routine  medical  inspections  during 
1944, 246  (7.99%)  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  defects  (other  than  uncleanliness, 
defective  clothing  or  footgear,  and  dental  defects),  which  required  treatment, 
and  726  (23.59%)  from  defects  requiring  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

The  corresponding  percentages  for  1943  were  7.2  and  21.3  respectively. 
There  was,  therefore,  in  1944  a  slight  increase  in  the  general  incidence  of  cases 
requiring  treatment  or  observation.  Increases  in  particular  categories  of  defects 
were,  however,  of  little  importance  and  call  fcr  no  special  comment.  The  increase 
in  cases  listed  for  observation  was  mainly  accounted  for  by  a  rise  in  the  number  of 
postural  defects  listed  for  temporary  surveillance  and  a  slight  increase  in  the  number 
of  cases  of  enlarged  tonsils. 

During  the  year  the  nutritional  survey  cf  all  children  in  elementary  schools 
in  the  town  was  continued.  Out  of  14,608  children  examined  during  that  survey, 
1,318  (9.02%)  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  some  degree  of  malnutrition.  This 
was  a  higher  incidence  than  in  1943  when  the  corresponding  figure  was  7.13%. 
There  was.  therefore,  an  increase  during  1944  of  1.89%  of  children  considered 
to  be  below  the  normal  nutritional  standard.  In  itself  this  increase  need  not  be 
considered  as  being  of  marked  significance,  but  in  comparison  with  the  figure  for 
the  1942  Survey  it  denotes  a  rise  of  3.3%  in  two  years  in  the  number  of  nutritionally 
sub-noimal  children  found  in  the  borough. 
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In  considering  this  increase,  however,  it  must  be  noted  that  during  the  war 
’  years  the  standards  adopted  by  examining  Medical  Officers  in  these  Surveys  have 
(  been  very  strict,  as  it  wa:  felt  that  the  closest  possible  watch  should  be  kept  on  any 
t  possible  deterioration  in  the  nutritional  state  of  the  children.  Iii  consequence  many 
j  doubtful  cases  were  listed  as  nutritionally  sub-normal,  mainly  in  order  that  remedial 
>'  follow-up  measures  could  be  instituted.  These  included  reference  for  school 
c  milk  or  meals  in  cases  not  already  receiving  these  benefits  and  assured  further 
i  supervision  at  future  school  medical  inspections. 

That  appropriate  measures  are  well  in  hand  for  the  treatment  of  children 
c  in  need  of  extra  nourishment  is  shown  by  the  satisfactory  increases  in  the  number 
i  of  new  school  canteens  opened  during  the  year  and  in  the  increase  in  children 
j  availing  themselves  of  the  facilities  provided.  These  services  are  bound  to  produce 
j  a  good  effect.  Yet  the  hard  core  of  the  problem  of  the  retarded  nutritional  state  is 
I  still  intimately  associated  with  the  lack  of  adequate  rest  and  sleep  for  the  growing 
i  school  child.  The  remedy  for  the  correction  of  this  factor  does  not  fall  within  the 
I  scope  or  power  of  any  statutory  body,  but  is  one  which  must  be  applied  by  the 
i  parents  themselves. 

Detailed  figures  regarding  the  nutritional  condition  of  children  inspected 
[  in  the  routine  age  groups  are  given  in  Table  II,  and  the  findings  of  the  special 
:  nutritional  survey  of  all  children  attending  school  are  given  in  Table  VIII.  The 
i  extension  of  school  canteen  facilities  is  discussed  in  a  later  section  of  the  Report. 

The  percentage  of  children  found  at  routine  inspections  with  defective 
:  clothing  was  0.52  in  1944  as  compared  with  0.99  in  1943  ;  whilst  the  percentage 
i  with  defective  footwear  was  0.13  compared  with  0.40  in  the  preceding  year. 

During  1944  continued  vigilance  was  applied  in  combating  the  prevalence 
:  of  verminous  infestation  in  schools.  A  total  of  68,615  examinations  of  children  in 
i  school  wei  e  carried  out,  an  increase  of  2,659  on  the  previous  year.  The  percentage 
:  of  children  found  infested  was  6.3  as  against  4.88  in  the  previous  year  and  5.25 
1  in  1942.  In  difficult  cases  where  parents  failed  to  take  appropriate  action,  treatment 
)  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  Cleansing  Centre  was  offered  and  53  children  were  cleanse  d 
5  at  that  Centre  during  the  year.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  use  compulsory  powers .

The  number  of  cases  of  Scabies  found  during  the  year  was  168.  Though 
this  figure  shows  a  stiU  further  decrease  from  the  high  numbers  of  over  500  cases 
in  each  of  the  years  1941  and  1942,  it  is  still  in  excess  of  pre-war  incidence. 

Re-examinations  :  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  re-examinations 
carried  out  by  Medical  Officers  during  the  year,  and  the  results  found  at  these 
re-examinations.

Secondary  Schools. 

At  the  Secondary  Schools,  628  children  were  examined  at  the  routine 
inspections.  Of  these  52  (8.28%)  had  defects  (other  than  uncleanliness,  defective 
clothing  or  footwear,  or  dental  defects),  requiring  treatment,  and  170  (27.07%) 
defects  which  required  to  be  kept  under  observation.  The  corresponding  per¬ 
centages  for  1943  were  5.94  and  20.06. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  inspections,  169  special  cases  were  examined.

MEDICAL  TREATMENT. 


Elementary  Schools. 

Despite  reductions  in  medical  personnel  there  was  no  curtailment  of  the 
range  of  treatment  services  during  1944. 

Table  IV  gives  in  detail  and  Table  VII  in  summary  the  treatment  obtained 
for  the  various  defects  referred  for  treatment  during  the  year. 

Of  the  4,185  children  referred  for  treatment  for  medical  defects  discovered 
during  routine  and  special  inspections  during  the  year,  4,030  (96.30%)  were  treated 
before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  of  7,340  children  referred  for  dental  treatment 
3,397  (46.28%)  were  treated.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1943  were  96.92% 
and  49.62%. 

Secondary  Schools. 

The  detailed  figures  regarding  the  defects  treated  are  given  in  Table  XII, 
and  a  summary  of  the  treatment  obtained  is  shown  in  Table  XV. 

Of  the  83  children  referred  for  treatment  for  medical  defects  during  the  year, 
63  (75.90%)  were  treated  before  the  end  of  the  year,  and  of  618  children  referred 
for  dental  treatment  406  (65.70%)  were  treated.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
1943  were  78.76%  and  84.20%.

The  total  number  of  defects  treated  at  the  various  treatment  centres  showed  i 
a  slight  decrease  during  the  past  year.  This  deciease  occurred  mainly  in  the  two 
categories  of  Visual  and  Dental  defects.  In  the  case  of  Visual  defects,  the  work  of 
the  Ophthalmic  Clinic  was  dislocated  for  a  period  by  the  illness  of  the  Consultant 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon.  A  reduction  in  the  staff  of  the  Dental  Surgeons  during  the 
yea:  was  responsible  for  the  reduced  number  of  Dental  defects  treated. 

At  district  minor  ailments  clinics  1,702  children  made  16,423  attendances 
during  1944,  and  at  the  district  dental  clinics  534  children  made  1,202  attendances. 

Part  of  the  cost  of  treatment  provided  at  the  various  Clinics  is  recovered 
from  the  parents  in  accordance  with  the  family  circumstances.  During  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1944,  parents  paid  /^124/19/3. 
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When  the  provisions  of  the  new  Education  Act,  1944,  come  into  force 
payment  for  Clinic  treatments  will  no  longer  operate,  as  these  services  will  be 
available  free  of  chaige  to  all  school  children  covered  by  the  scope  of  the  School 
Medical  Service. 

The  question  of  special  provision  for  the  specially  defective  child  is  dealt 
with  under  the  headings  dealing  with  exceptional  children.

The  operations,  referred  to  above,  were  straightening  operations  performed 
for  squint  by  the  Consultant  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  in  one  of  the  local  hospitals. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic. 

Du]ing  1944,  the  woj  k  done  at  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  maintained 
a  highly  successful  standard,  and  weekly  sessions  were  conducted  by  the  Council’s 
Consultant  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Surgeon.  Mr.  W.  E.  Hunter.  In  all,  646  children 
made  2,985  attendances  for  examination  and  treatment.  The  comparable  numbeis 
for  1943  were  694  children  with  3,020  attendances.  Inter  current  treatments  were 
carried  out  daily  by  the  Nurse. 

Cares  requiring  operative  treatment  were  operated  on  at  other  weekly 
sessions  conducted  by  the  Consultant  Surgeon  in  the  Providence  Hospital.

Audiometer  Survey 

The  work  done  under  this  Survey  was  carried  out  in  close  association 
with  the  work  of  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic  as  emphasising  the  value  of  the 
preventive  equally  with  the  treatment  aspect  of  the  work  tf  Aural  service.  A  scheme 
for  the  audiometric  examination  of  elementary  school  children  was  drawn  up  and 
put  into  operation  in  January,  1944.  The  following  is  a  Report  on  the  work  carried 
out  up  to  the  end  of  1944.  It  should  be  made  clear  that  the  children  selected  for 
this  test  were  8  years  old  and  upwards  and  were  from  the  “C”  and  “B”  stream 
classes,  i.e.,  children  showing  slight  degrees  of  educational  backwardness.  As 
time  permits  the  scheme  may  be  extended  to  cover  all  school  children.

The  scheme  was  operated  on  the  follov/ing  lines.  The  children  selected 
were  tested  by  the  gramophone  audiometer  in  groups  of  ten,  the  tests  being  carried 
out  by  the  Aural  Nurse,  who  had  been  specially  trained  in  this  work.  If  a  child 
was  found  on  test  to  have  a  hearing  loss,  the  parents  weie  notified  and  urged  to  have 
the  defect  investigated.  Treatment  was  oflfeied  at  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinic. 
If  this  was  accepted,  the  child  was  then  seen  by  the  Consultant  Surgeon,  who 
investigated  the  cause  of  hearing  loss  and,  if  possible,  carried  out  appropriate 
treatment  for  the  remedy  of  the  defect.

In  carrying  out  this  scheme  it  was  found  that  testing  in  Schools  was  not 
entirely  satisfactory.  Absolute  quiet  is  essential  during  tests  and  the  ever-present 
background  noise  of  school  activity  reaches  even  the  quietest  corner  of  the  school. 
Because  of  this,  most  of  the  testing  was  carried  out  at  the  Albion  Street  Clinic, 
but  even  this  was  not  found  to  be  absolutely  satisfactory,  and  future  consideration 
foi  the  provision  of  a  sound  proof  room  in  a  central  clinic  should  be  boine  in  mind.

These  3  children  were  re-tested  repeatedly 
and  were  found  to  have  norm.al  hearing. 

An  obvious  comment  on  the  above  figures  is  the  high  percentage  of  positive 
results  achieved  in  follow-up  treatment  of  the  cases.  Indeed  so  satisfactory  have 
these  lesults  been  that  it  may  reasonably  be  stated  that  audiometric  suiveys  of 
school  children  ate  meiely  of  academic  interest  unless  associated  intimately  with  a 
diagnostic  and  treatment  centre  where  fuither  investigation  and  treatment  may  be 
quickly  instituted. 

Still  fuither  work  remains  to  be  done  for  those  cases  failing  to  respond  to 
treatment.  A  pure  tone  audiometer  is  required  for  these  more  specialised  exa- 
aminations,  and  it  is  hoped  that  planning  for  the  future  will  include  the  purchase 
of  such  an  instrument  in  order  to  complete  the  technical  equipment  required  for 
the  fullest  investigation  of  all  cases  of  defective  hearing. 


SPEECH  THERAPY. 

During  1544  Miss  M.  W.  Ferrie,  who  since  March,  1936,  had  carried  out 
the  duties  of  Speech  Therapist  in  a  part-time  capacity,  resigned,  and  oppottunity 
was  taken,  in  conjunction  with  the  Wigan  Education  Authority,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
by  a  full-time  appointment. 

The  services  of  the  Speech  Therapist  are  now  shared  on  an  equal  sessional 
basis  between  the  St.  Helens  and  Wigan  Authoiities,  and  the  arrangement  has  so 
far  proved  a  satisfactory  one  to  both.  The  scope  for  Speech  Therapy  is,  however. 
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increasing  rapidly.  Immediate  plans  indicate  the  possibility  of  the  establishment 
of  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  in  the  borough  before  long,  and  such  an  advent  will 
open  an  increased  field  of  woik  for  the  Speech  Therapist.  Undoubtedly  the  time 
is  near  when  St.  Helens  will  require  the  services  of  a  whole-time  appointment. 

I  am  indebted  to  Miss  C.  E.  Renfrew,  who  succeeded  Miss  Ferric,  for  the 
following  report  on  the  work  accomplished  during  1944  : 

“  The  number  of  children  referred  for  Speech  Therapy  during  1944 
steadily  increased.  Eighteen  new  cases  commenced  attendance,  while  37 
children  were  placed  on  the  waiting  list.  The  latter  will  require  regular  treat¬ 
ment  as  soon  as  vacancies  occur.  In  addition  22  cases  were  under  supervision, 
and  of  these  6  require  a  further  period  of  weekly  tuition.  There  is  reason  to 
foresee  that  this  work  will  continue  to  grow. 

“  Most  of  the  cases  being  treated  made  good  progress.  Some,  however, 
handicapped  by  ill-health,  low  intelligence,  or  auditory  imperception,  were 
slow  in  showing  improvement.  Family  life  had  in  other  instances  been  broken 
up,  and  the  consequent  feeling  of  insecurity  was  reflected  in  the  increasing 
number  of  children  whose  speech,  being  a  form  of  emotional  outlet,  was 
defective.  Life  in  an  industrial  area  at  any  time  imposes  a  strain  on  the  child’s 
nervous  system,  but  in  war-time  the  conditions  are  particularly  detrimental 
to  his  physical  and  emotional  well-being,  and  the  mother  who  is  out  at  work 
has  less  time  or  patience  with  the  child  who  needs  extra  attention. 

“  Regular  visitation  is  made  to  the  homes  and  schools  of  children  under 
treatment  so  that  the  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers  may  be  enlisted  in 
providing  a  continual  incentive  to  better  speech.”

DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT. 

In  1944  the  Dental  Staff,  despite  the  calls  of  5  war  years,  consisted  of  1 
Senior  Dental  Surgeon  and  2  part-time  Assistant  Dental  Surgeons.  During  the 
year  this  staff  was  further  depleted  by  the  resignation  of  one  of  the  part-time 
Assistant  Dental  Surgeons,  and  it  was  found  impossible  to  fill  this  vacancy.  The 
position  was  slightly  improved  by  the  remaining  part-time  Assistant  agreeing  to 
contribute  3  extra  sessions  per  week.  Later  in  the  year  it  was  also  found  possible 
to  obtain  the  assistance  of  a  local  Dental  practitioner  for  2  sessions  per  week.  The 
final  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  the  Dental  services  were  minus  the 
equivalent  of  one  whole-time  dentist.  Inspections  in  schools  were  maintained  at  a 
high  level  in  spite  of  this,  but  there  was  a  necessary  decrease  in  the  number  of 
treatments  carried  out. 
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I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  V.  Higham,  Senior  Dental  Surgeon,  for  the  following 
notes  on  the  work  done  by  the  School  Dental  Department  : 

“  During  the  year  16,940  elementary  school  children  were  inspected 
and  7,332  (43.28%)  were  referred  for  treatment.  3,262  (44.5%)  received 
treatment  during  the  year,  r;nd  of  these  2,236  completed  their  treatment. 
Two  orthodontic  appliances  were  supplied. 

“  Treatment  was  given  at  the  Open  Air  School  twice  during  the  year. 
At  the  first  inspection  114  children  were  examined  and  38  required  treatment. 
34  were  treated.  At  the  second  inspection  107  were  examined  and  19  required 
treatment.  All  were  treated. 

“  Cowley  Schools  weie  examined  twice  during  the  year.  165  children 
were  treated  and  125  completed  treatment.” 


FOLLOWING-UP  AND  WORK  OF  SCHOOL  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

The  following  figures  show  the  work  carried  out  by  the  School  Health 


Visitors  during  the  year.

There  was  no  curtailment  in  the  available  set  vices  of  School  Health  Visitors 
foi  the  purposes  of  general  supervisory  work  in  the  schools  despite  the  modification 
of  the  scheme  of  Medical  Inspection  by  Medical  Officers.  A  great  deal  of  their  work 
was  spent  in  cleanliness  inspections  and  the  number  of  examinations  of  children 
conducted  for  this  purpose  was  greatly  increased.  The  resultant  percentage  of 
children  found  to  be  infested  rose  from  4.88  in  1943  to  6.3  in  1944,  an  increase 
which  reflects  the  need  for  continued  vigilance. 

Theie  was  an  increase  in  home  follow-up  visits  due  to  the  increased  pre¬ 
valence  of  infection,  mainly  of  measles.. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  School  Health  Visitors,  special  nurses  are  em¬ 
ployed  at  the  Central  School  Clinic  and  District  Minor  Ailments  Climes  who  are 
wholly  engaged  in  the  treatment  of  various  defects  referred  through  the  medium 
of  medical  inspections  in  the  schools. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  the  principal  infectious  diseases  occurring  amongst 
school  children  is  shown  in  the  following  table,  which  also  gives  the  corresponding 
figures  since  1940.

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As  compared  with  the  previous  year,  several  of  the  commoner  infectious 
diseases  showed  an  increased  incidence  throughout  the  school  population.  The 
number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  was  doubled,  but  there  was  no  tendency  to  epidemic 
severity  and  the  type  of  the  disease  was  very  mild.  On  the  other  hand,  the  in¬ 
cidence  of  measles  and  mumps  was  very  high  and  absenteeism  due  particularly  to 
measles  interfered  at  times  with  the  work  of  medical  inspections.  The  fall  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  was  very  noticeable,  only  20  cases  being  notified 
during  the  whole  year.  The  work  of  immunisation  in  schools  was  carried  on  as 
energetically  as  possible,  although  hampered  by  the  lack  of  medical  staff.  The 
percentage  of  immunised  children  aged  5-15  years  in  the  Borough  is  now  estimated 
to  be  69.3. 

During  the  year  the  percentage  attendance  fell  below  60  in  only  one 
department  owing  to  epidemic  sickness,  when  attendances  were  affected  for  a 
period  of  one  week  due  to  measles. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

At  the  end  of  1944  there  were  in  St.  Helens  83  children  of  school  age 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis  in  the  following  forms  : —

The  corresponding  figures  for  1943  were  15  pulmonary  and  74  non- 
pulmonary  cases. 

Most  of  these  cases  were  quiescent  and  only  14  non-pulmonary  cases  and 
3  pulmonary  cases  were  found  to  require  active  treatment. 

Out-patient  treatment  for  children  suffering  from  tuberculous  disease  of 
bones  or  joints  is  provided  at  the  CounciPs  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  where  21  children 
made  44  attendances  to  see  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  and  74  attendances  for 
supervision  and  treatment  by  the  Orthopaedic  Nurse.  The  latter  also  paid  276 
supervisory  home  visits  during  the  year.  In  addition  27  children  suffering  from 
tuberculous  adenitis  made  463  attendances  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dis¬ 
pensary  for  Artificial  Sunlight.  One  child  with  lupus  of  the  face  attended  the 
Belmont  Road  Hospital,  Liverpool,  by  arrangement  with  the  Liverpool  Public 
Health  Department,  for  intensive  light  treatment. 

During  1944,  15  children  spent  an  aggregate  of  2,782  days  in  Eccleston 
Hall  Sanatorium.  These  children  received  tuition  at  the  special  school  attached 
to  the  Sanatorium,  the  average  daily  attendance  being  9  and  the  average  number 
of  days  each  child  attended  147.  In  addition,  6  children  spent  an  aggregate  of 
1,526  days  in  the  Leasowe  Open  Air  Hospital  for  Children. 

During  1944  the  scheme  for  Miniatuie  Radiography  of  all  children  of  the 
school  leavers  group  (i.e.,  the  13-year-old  children)  received  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  but  owing  mainly  to  difficulties  in  obtaining  and  equipping 
suitable  premises  the  scheme  has  not  yet  been  brought  into  operation. 
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EXCEPTIONAL  CHILDREN. 

Crippled  Children. 

At  the  end  of  1944  there  were  in  St.  Helens  19  children  of  school  age  in 
whom  the  crippling  was  sufficiently  severe  to  interfere  with  a  normal  mode  of 
life. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  severely  crippled  children  in 
St.  Helens  at  the  end  of  each  year  since  1940  and  the  causes  of  the  crippling.

Of  the  19  children  known  at  the  end  of  1944,  10  were  attending  Public 
Elementary  Schools,  1  was  at  a  Special  School,  6  were  in  Institutions  and  2  were 
at  no  school  or  institution. 

There  are,  however,  many  other  children  with  lesser  degrees  of  crippling, 
so  that  excluding  tuberculous  cases  which  are  dealt  with  under  Tuberculosis,  the 
number  on  the  register  of  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  was  much  higher,  there  being 
398  cases  suffering  from  the  following  defects  on  that  register  during  the  year  :

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I'he  treatment  provided  for  these  children  involved  584  attendances  for 
consultation  or  treatment  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  4,572  attendances  for 
intermediate  treatment  by  the  nurse  and  76  home  visits  by  the  nurse  for  purposes 
of  supervision.  In  addition,  5  cases  received  surgical  or  other  hospital  treatment 
for  an  aggregate  of  419  days. 

Delicate  Children. 

The  regime  at  the  Hamblett  Open  Air  School  once  again  produced  excellent 
results  in  the  treatment  of  physically  backward  children  in  the  Borough.  The 
more  spectacular  successes  aiC;  of  course,  achieved  in  cases  of  malnourished 
children,  who  respond  very  lapidly  to  the  combination  of  adequate  meals  and 
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generous  periods  of  rest.  During  the  year  several  cases  of  chronic  catarrhal  chest 
complaints  were  investigated  at  the  school,  as  it  was  noticed  that  they  made  little 
or  no  progress.  They  were  referred  to  the  Consultant  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Surgeon  for  investigation  of  the  condition  of  their  nasal  sinuses.  In  quite  a  few 
of  these  children  a  chronic  infective  sinusitis  was  discovered  and  treatment  of  this 
condition,  followed  by  a  programme  of  extra  rest  and  open  air  exercises,  produced 
some  very  successful  results.  There  is  certainly  a  promising  field  for  further  in¬ 
vestigation  of  this  type  in  the  future. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  120  children  on  the  register.  During 
the  year  65  new  cases  were  admitted  and  63  children  wtre  discharged.  At  the 
end  of  the  vear  there  were  122  children  on  the  school  toll.  The  condition  of  the

Children  with  Cardiac  Disabilities  and  Rheumatic  Children. 

During  1944  monthly  sessions  of  the  Heart  and  Rheumatism  Clinic  were 
conducted  by  the  Consultant  Physician,  Dr.  G.  R.  Ellis.  Children  referred  to  this 
Clinic  were  those  found  at  School  Medical  Inspections  to  be  suffering  from 
suspected  rheumatic  complaints  or  having  indefinite  signs  of  cardiac  abnormality, 
or  in  many  instances  a  combination  of  both.  Prior  to  the  provision  of  this  Clinic 
such  cases,  offering  as  they  often  do  nothing  beyond  a  vague  picture  of  periodic 
malaise,  lacked  a  diagnostic  review  which  was  outside  the  scope  of  the  ordinary 
treatment  services.  The  Heart  and  Rheumatism  Clinic  has  now  catered  for  this 
lack,  and  the  experience  of  its  work  during  the  first  complete  year  of  its  operation 
gives  rise  to  the  belief  that  its  beneficial  results  may  be  far  reaching  and  the  scope 
of  its  work  increased. 

During  the  year  60  new  cases  were  investigated  and  10  cases  which  had 
been  referred  for  observation  from  the  previous  year  were  passed  under  review.

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A  careful  assessment  of  each  child’s  disability  in  relation  to  school  work 
or  games  was  carried  out  and  the  result  commum'cated  to  the  parent  and  Head 
Teacher.  The  parents  of  the  children  have  in  most  cases  shown  the  keenest  interest 
in  the  results  of  the  examinations  and  the  resultant  discussion  of  the  child’s  real 
or  imagined  disability  has  been  instrumental  in  clearing  up  many  misconceptions 
regarding  the  dreaded  “  heart  disease  ”  of  youthful  life. 

Several  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Hamblett  Open  Air  Ccuncil  School, 
and  in  2  cases  children  certified  as  being  physically  defective  on  account  of  Organic 
Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism  were  admitted  to  St.  Joseph’s  Residential  Heart 
Hospital  School,  Rainhill,  Lancs. 

There  are  in  St.  Helens  14  children  with  heart  disease  of  such  severity  that 
they  are  physically  handicapped.  10  of  these  attend  ordinary  Public  Elementary 
or  Secondaiy  Schools,  2  aie  at  Certified  Special  Schools  and  2  are  at  no  school. 
All  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Heart  Clinic. 

Blind,  Deaf  and  Epileptic  Children. 

The  total  number  of  these  children  is  given  in  Table  HI.  During  the 
year  2  deaf  children  were  sent  to  special  residential  schools,  and  the  Local  Authority 
is  at  present  maintaining  2  epileptic,  6  blind,  and  16  deaf  and  dumb  children  in 
special  schools. 

Mentally  Defective  Children. 

There  are  at  present  20  feeble-minded  but  educable  children  of  school  age 
in  St.  Helens,  but  only  9  of  these  are  at  special  schools.  Of  the  remainder,  6 
attend  ordinary  classes  in  the  public  elementary  schools  and  5  are  at  no  school 
or  institution. 

During  the  year  1  ineducable  mentally  defective  girl  and  3  imbeciles  (2  boys 
and  1  girl)  were  notified  to  the  Local  Control  Authority. 

In  connection  with  provision  for  the  ineducable  children  in  the  district, 
the  West  Lancashire  Association  for  Mental  Welfare  runs  an  Occupation  Centre, 
which  is  held  at  Stanley  House,  Sinclair  Street,  on  five  days  a  week  from  9-30  a.m. 
to  3-30  p.m. 

During  1944,  3  children  of  school  age  were  in  attendance  at  this  Centre, 
where  handicraft  subjects  are  taught. 

After  Care  and  Vocational  Training. 

During  1944,  a  blind  girl,  who  had  completed  her  elementary  training  in  a 
Special  School  for  the  Blind,  returned  to  th’S  Special  School  for  vocational  training 
in  machine  knitting.  There  are  now  two  boys  and  two  girls  receiving  vocational 
training  in  Special  Schools  for  the  Blind,  The  boys  are  being  trained  in  basketry 
and  the  girls  in  machine  knitting. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  during  the  year  for  two  blind  adults,  a  man 
and  a  woman,  to  receive  vocational  training  at  the  St.  Helens  Workshop  for  the 
Blind,  The  man  is  being  trained  in  biushmaking,  and  the  woman  in  machine 
knitting. 
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NURSERY  CLASSES. 

A  new  War-time  Nursery  Class  was  opened  during  the  year  at  Windlehurst 
Junioi  Council  School,  giving,  with  those  previously  opened,  3  War-time  Nursery 
Classes  in  operation  under  the  Education  Department  in  St.  Helens.  In  addition, 
there  are  Nursery  Classes  for  children  from  3  years  of  age  in  all  37  Infant  Depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Elementary  Schools  of  the  town. 

During  1944  there  were  1,808  children  under  5  yeais  of  age  in  attendance 
at  school. 

Nursery  children  up  to  the  age  of  5  are  daily  receiving  Cod  Liver  Oil  and 
Orange  Juice  under  the  Welfare  Foods  Scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Food. 


SCHOOL  MEALS  AND  MILK. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Collins,  Director  of  Education,  for  the  following 
report  on  the  School  Meals  and  Milk  Scheme  : — 

School  Meals. 

During  1944  the  total  number  of  meals  served  to  school  children  was  800,416, 
of  which  243,112  were  provided  Lee.  In  comparison  with  the  previous  year  these 
numbers  show  an  increase  of  6.2%  in  free  meals  and  an  increase  of  60.8%  in  paid 
meals.  The  total  number  of  individual  children  receiving  meals  in  1944  was  4,698 
as  compared  with  3,080  in  1943. 

Seven  new  Canteens  were  opened  during  the  year  :  at  Parr  Mount  C.E., 
Parr  St.  Joseph’s  R.C.,  Holy  Cross  R.C.  Junior,  Parish  Church,  Blackbrook  R.C., 
Laffak  C.E.  and  St.  Anne’s  R.C.  Schools.  There  are  now  26  School  Canteens  in 
the  town. 

The  income  scale  for  free  meals  and  milk  was  again  revised  in  conjunction 
with  other  Local  Education  Authorities  in  Lancashire,  and  the  new  scale  has  taken 
into  account  the  Government’s  increased  allowances  for  dependants  of  those 
serving  in  the  Forces.  The  scale  has  been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

School  Milk. 

During  1944  milk  was  supplied  daily  to  13,562  individual  children.  Of 
these,  11,569  paid  a  halfpenny  per  one-third  pint,  and  1,993  received  the  milk  free. 

Owing  to  war  difficulties,  the  milk  is  still  being  delivered  to  the  majority 
of  schools  in  one-pint  bottles  and  is  served  to  the  children  in  cups  and  beakers. 
The  Committee  make  arrangements  for  the  washing-up  of  utensils  after  use  by  the 
children. 

Samples  of  the  milk  are  regularly  taken  for  examination  to  ensure  a  high 
standard  of  cleanliness.
